The saloon-keepers of Louisville, at a meet- 
ing Thursday morning, decided to resist the 
Sunday closing order of Mayor Bartii, which 
is to go into effect tomorrow. The saloon- 
keepers of Louisville are bigger fools than I 
thought they were. 

Senator McCreary made some interesting 
and significant remarks on the >»iil>ject of immi- 
gration in the Senate the other day. Among 
other things the Senator from Kentucky called 
attention to the fact that last year this country 
received more immigrants than came here dur- 
ing the first 1»>9 years of ourcolouial life. lie 
also made the remark that, at the present rate 
of immigration, it would require only about 
four generations to give this country a popula- 
tion as dense as that of China. 



At last some of the Btate officers have fallen 

out with some of the laws passed by Ken- 
tucky's assinine Legislature. Attorney General 
N. B. Hays has issued a statement te the pub- 
lic regarding the manner in which the Printing 
Commissioners are piling up expense by giv- 
ing out contracts. 

It seems that the Commission has been giv- 
ing the printing for teachers' registers, grade 
books and trustees' record books to Hknry 
Bacon, and have advertised to let contracts for 
the same books for IWG, although there are 
enough printed up to last till the year 1910, 
and suit is pending against Bacon for $24,000 
for money collected for contracts which Gen- 
eral Hays says were let illegally. He says 
the Board of Printing Commissioners is with- 
out power and has no authority to classify the 
printing other than that laid down in the law 
creating the Board. 

In conclusion Attorney General Hays says 
the state will necessarily be compelled to get 
rid of the Bacon lot by lawsuit or otherwise if 
the contract is secured by another. The needs 
of the schools having been supplied till 1910, 
there is no necessity for printing more books. 

The members of the Commission say the 
law requires them to let a contract for these 
books every year, and that they are only obey- 
ing the law.

Caleb Powers is soon to be tried for the fourth 
time, in the Courts of bis own state, for the 
murder of Senator Goebel. So decides the 
United States Supreme Court, and by that de- 
cision saves the state of Kentucky from a last- 
ing and National dishonor. 

For, had the judgment been otherwise, had 
the Federal Court assumed jurisdiction, there 
would have been lost to the Bluegrass Common- 
wealth its saving opportunity of righting a great 
wrong not only to one of its citisens but to it- 
self, by finally according to • man in jeopardy 
of his life the fair trial guaranteed to every citi 
zen of the United States. 

Three times Powers has been before the bar 
of justice, and eaeh time the Court of Appcalt 
hat reverted hit eonvietion. On the first and 
third trials — and this in a political case — the 
jury was drawn from the ranks of the prisoner's 
party opponents. 

The second trial was held before a Judge who 
had publicly denounced Powers as guilty, at a 



political meeting, and whose prejudice during 
the court session was so obvious that the higher 
court censured him for not vacating the bench. 
"The trial* of the accused," comments Justice 
Harlan in voicing the opinion of the Supreme 
Court that there is no warrant for removing the 
case from the State Courts, "makean exhibition 
of misconduct on the part of administrative of. 
ficers connected with the trials which may well 
shock all who love justice and recognize the 
right of every human being accused of crime 
to be tried according to law." 

The guilt or innocence of the accused is of 
small moment compared to the honor of a sov- 
ereign state. Kentucky goes on trial with Caleb 
Powers. The decision of the Nation's highest 
Court affords her the chance to redeem herself, 

With her own people rest the issue; whether 
she shall again set her hand to the rack of ven 
geance.or, living up to her proudest traditions, 
shall prove herself too gallant to fight unfairly, 
too great to deny to any, even in her sorrow 
and wrath, the full protection of her Justice.
